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British General Warns Indonesian 


To Disarm 


Fear Dutch 
Landings 
On Java 


BATAVIA, Java, Nov. 8.—(#)— 
A British commander in an ulti- 
matum tonight ordered Indone- 
sians at the Soerabaja naval base 
and other areas of east Java to 
surrender their arms by 6 a. m. 
Saturday or face “all the naval, 
army and air forces under 
command.” 

“All Indonesians who are not 
willin? to follow these orders will 
be responsible for the bloodshed 
which will definitely result,” Maj. 
Gen. E. C. Mansergh, commanding 
Allied forees in the eastern part 
of strife-torn Java, declared. 

With 100,000 Indonesians re- 
ported massing in central Java, 
the Indonesian-controlled Soera- 
baja radio summoned nationalist 
forces to resist any attempt by 
Dutch troops offshore to reinforce 
the British Indian units holding a 
fortified zone at the Soerabaja 
base, scene of bloody skirmishes 
last week. 

BLOODY FIGHTING 

The ultimatum, which one Indo- 
nesian said might provoke “ter- 
rible bloodshed,” was issued after 
a day of bloody fighting on the 
outskirts of Batavia in which 15 
Indonesians were killed and two 
British Indian and two Dutch sol- 
diers were wounded. 

Mansergh’s letter to the Indo- 
nesian governor said: “You are 
hereby advised that Allied troops 
will enter the city and neighbor- 
hood of Soerabaja and other areas 
in east Java. 

“TI have been ordered by the 
commander in chief of Allied 
forces in the Netherlands East In- 
dies (Lt. Gen. Sir Philip Christi- 
son) to disarm the lawless mob, 
so that normal life in the city may 
continue, and the Allied policy of 
evacuation of Allied nationals and 
disarmament of Axis forces can 
be implemented. 

“Tt is my intention to effect this 
disarmament and restore normal 
conditions at an early date.”

On Food On 
Way Out 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8—(UP) 
Stabilization Administrator John 
C. Collet announced tonight that 
nearly all food subsidies will be 
abolished by next June 30 and 
that while some food costs will 
rise as a result the over-all cost 
is not expected to increase. 

Subsidies were invoked during 
the war to spread food costs 
among all consumers and to stimu- 
late production. They have cost 
the taxpayers about $1,798,000,000 
annually. They will be terminated 
except on sugar, oil seeds, and to 
non-processing slaughterers, Collet 
Said. 

Some food prices will be allow- 
ed to rise to compensate pro- 
ducers for loss of the subsidies, 
he said. 


SAYS COST DOWN 

He estimated that the cost of 
living has risen 3.2 per cent since 
May, 1943, while food costs have 
declined 1.5 per cent. In view of 


this, he added, there must be a} 
“careful synchronization with de- | 


creases which already have oc- 


curred in food costs and may be| 
expected to occur in prices of non- | 
subsidized items.” |

GONE TO DOG HEAVEN 


Mitzi Dies Grieving 
For Master Overseas

Mitzi is gone—gone to dog heaven, if there is such a place, 
and there are millions of dog lovers who are convinced there is. 

Those who knew Mitzi say she is a casualty of war and that 
she died of grief—grief for her master, Cpl. Jack Smith Jr., a radio 
operator with the Air Transport Command. 

Mitzi ceased to breathe yesterday while lying on her specially 
made bed at the home of Cpl. Smith’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. Jack 
Smith Sr., at 985 Carmel avenue, N. E. She had been on a hunger 
strike ever since her master left Atlanta nearly four weeks ago 
for a port ef embarkation. 

They didn’t tell Mitzi that her master and companion on many 
a playful romp through the Highland avenue and the Little Five 
Points section ‘was going overseas. She knew it. 

For more than two years Mitzi’s master has been in the Army. 
He has been stationed on posts in all parts of the United States, 
but he has never been stationed too far away from home to phone 
at least once a week, talk to Mitzi and give that high-pitched 
whistle that Mitzi knew and loved, then to tell her to roll over and

By H.G. Moock 


More than 300 automobile deal- 
ers gathered at the Ansley hotel 


yesterday for the annual’ conven- | 


tion of the. Georgia Automobile 
Dealers’ Association and to hear 
an address by Harry G. Moock, 
vice president of the Plymouth 
Motor Corporation and director of 
the Chrysler Conference of Busi- 
ness Management, speak on 
“Where Do We Go From Here?” 

“Service is going to play an im- 
portant part in future dealer busi- 
ness,’ the speaker said. “Many 
dealers ceased operation in 1941, 
but others, with clear heads and 
their feet on the ground, decided 
to stick it out.” 

“Suffice it to say,” continued 
Moock, “the dealers who chose 
to say in business are stronger fi- 
nancially, materially and spirtual- 
ly. They have the good will of 
their customers and will be ready 
for future business. They did a 
great job keeping automobiles 
rolling during the war, and they 
are now getting ready for the sale 
of cars and good service to their 
customers.” 

At the luncheon session, John E, 
Smith, well-known Atlanta Chev- 
rolet dealer, spoke to the group 
praising Moock and_ discussing 
some of the automobile dealers’ 
problems. Said Smith, “The CIO 
is undertaking not only to raise 
wages but to price automobiles. 
The small business men, of which 
we are all members, must work to- 
gether to protect our rights.”

Prime Minister Clement Attlee, his 
Socialist government and its_ political 
changes of great significance already in 
the process of being woven calmly into 
the fabric of British tradition, leaves 
Britain today for America. 


It is announced he will discuss with . 


President Harry S. Truman the subject of 
the atomic bomb. 

Undoubtedly he will. 

But there are many other things about 
which Clement Attlee will talk. 

He will discuss the loan to Great 
Britain—a loan that is necessary to per- 
mit the British to function internation- 
ally, especially with this country. Brit- 
ain’s dollar exchange is lower than at any 
other time in her history and she must 
have the loan to be able to participate in 
proposed decisions regarding trade and 
commerce. 

This country slowly is recognizing that 
Britain as a going concern is necessary to 
us, not merely from an economic stand- 
point, but from the practical one of the 
future and its diverse non-economic prob- 
lems. 

Mr. Attlee also will discuss the future 
of Europe, including the plan for Ger- 
many. France is holding up completion 
of certain Anglo-American proposals. The 
fact that for the first time in modern his- 
tory Europe is smashed and the tremen- 
dous problems thereby entailed, also must 
be discussed. 

It generally is forgotten that modern in- 
dustrial Europe was built and had its be- 
ing out of the great industrial plants of 
Britain and Germany. A prostrate Ger- 
many, unable to manufacture heavy 
goods, may be an excellent idea, but not 


until and unless Great Britain and this 
country are able to supply the needs and 
set the factories of France, Belgium, the

How to do this; how to appeal to the 
masses in the Arab countries and let them 
know that it means a raising of their own 
standards and a greater share in their own 
country, is an extremely momentous ques- 
tion. 

The dislocated peoples of Europe, per- 
haps a million and a half Jews, a half 
million Poles, many Czechs, Slavs of many 
small nations, and sp on, are a part of the 
discussion. 

Trieste, a port claimed by Yugoslavia 
and Italy, but important far beyond that 
disputed claim because it is the gateway 
and economic door to the whole Balkan 
problem, will likewise be on the agenda.

All Sorts of Things 


Sometimes it is profitable to sit for a little 
while and mentally review some of the men, 
and women, vou have known in your lifetime 

and who have contributed important improvements to life, in large 
ways or small. 

It is easy to think of the famous inventors, or bringers of good 
on wide scale. The Edisons and Bells and Marconis and all the 
others. It is easy to contemplate the gifts to mankind in the lives 
of those who have brought the benefits of electricity to former 
backwood farm areas, the men who have discovered new media 
for the easing of human suffering and for making smoother the 
human path through life. 

But there are other men. men not famous, but men I have 
known as contributors to their own circles of affairs, or to their 


immediate neigborhoods. 

There is, for instance, that young Englishman I 
Gate Posts knew, once upon a time, in Canada. He had come 
to the dominion to work as a farm helper. He had no money to 
speak of, but he had a strong body and a keen mind. I have often 
wondered what became of him in later life. 

When I knew him he was working on a farm a few miles away 
from the Ontario cheese factory where I, too, was a hired hand. 
We met each other once a week, or thereabouts, usually on the 
steps of the factory where he came of an occasional evening to sit 
with others in the cool of the early night, to smoke and talk, as 
men will talk, of this and of the other thing. 

He was a good worker and a nice fellow. The farmer and his 
wife, who employed him, accepted him almost as a son. So this 
young Englishman conceived the idea that the little road that led 
into the farm from the main highway should be adorned with 
decorative stone fence posts and a good gate. He gathered the 
stones and the cement for the mortar and built the fence posts after 
his normal day’s work was done. And he induced the farmer to 
buy the iron gates. And it did improve the looks of that farm 
immensely. 

And others envied and emulated, to the considerable better 
appearance of that entire end of the county.

While memory rests in Canada there is, too, the man who opened 
a new cheese factory in a region so far back the farmers there 
had never handled money until they got the first month’s pay for 
the milk they hauled to that factory. 

Previously they had traded the stuff they raised or trapped in 
the woods, at the general store at the ciossroads, for the few 
products of civilization they desired. They didn’t know it, but the 
storekeeper had grown rich by valuing the stuff the farmers brought 
in at half value and the stuff they-took away at double. 

The new cheese factory changed all that and actually opened 
that country to new ideas and easier life—chiefly for the farmers’ 
wives.

Pearl Harbor Blame 
Doesn't Rest on Hull 


W ASHINGTON.—In its report on the Pearl 
Harbor investigation the special Army board 
sought to lay the blame for the Japanese sneak 
attack of Dec. 7, 1941, on former Secretary of State Hull. 

The board claimed that the 10-point memorandum handed the 
Japanese peace envoys, Nomura and Kurusu, on Novy. 26, 1941, by 
Mr. Hull was regarded by the Tokyo government as an ultimatum 
and was used as a signal for starting the war in the Pacific. 

Coming to Mr. Hull's defense, both President Truman and Seec- 
retary of War Stimson strongly condemned the Army board for 
projecting such a conclusion. Various observers and commentators 
attacked the findings as unwarranted. 

Since then additional documentary evidence has come to light 
which shows conclusively that the Hull memorandum had abso- 
lutely nothing to do with the Japanese attack. 

Secretary of the Navy Forrestal and 


’ . 
Three Weeks Notice Secretary. of State Byrnes have re- 
vealed that in the sunken Japanese heavy cruiser Nachi official 
documents were found showing that orders for the attack on Pearl 
Harbor were secretly communicated to the Jap fleet as early as 
Nov. 5, 1941, or 21 days before the Hull memo. 

In a subsequent ultra-secret message, the Japs on Nov. 7, 1941, 
fixed the exact date for the attack a month later. This took place 
19 days before Mr. Hulls note. 

The order from Japanese imperial headquarters contained pre- 
cise instructions to the task force commanders for launching the 
Pear! Harbor assault. 

All of this took place some three weeks before the Hull 10 points 
were penned. During that time the Tokyo peace emissaries were 
in Washington engaging in negotiations over the Pacific situation. 

The documents we salvaged from the sunken Jap cruiser illus- 
trate conclusively the duplicity of the Nipponese from the begin- 
ning. No one can longer doubt that the whole pretended peace 
negotiations were nothing but a blind to conceal the real purpose 
of the Jap warlords. 

And yet the Army investigation board had the effrontery to 
incorporate these lines in its report: “It seems well established,” 
the report stated, “that the sending of this ‘10-point’ memorandum 
by the secretary of state was used by the Japanese as a signal for 
starting the war by the attack on Pearl Harbor.” 

The flaw that was obvious in the board's report from the be- 
ginning lay in its faulty timing. It projected the thesis that the 
Jap attack was ordered within 24 hours after the Hull note. 

In other words, the Army investigators would have us believe 
that the Japs were in position to launch a powerful task force on 
the mission to Hawaii with no more than 24 hours’ notice. 

The mere fact that the enemy task force left its anchorage in 
the harbor of an island north of Japan the day following the Hull 
memo was insufficient reason to jump to the conclusion that the 
mission against Pearl Harbor was inspired by the secretary of 
states action. 


- It does not take a naval expert to see 
Long Preparation where that would have been mall but im- 
possible. No task force swings into action that easily. The Japs, 
as we now know, spent months preparing for the sneak attack. 
They knew where every: American ship was berthed and exactly 
how our planes were dispersed. 

They even had prepared specjal aerial torpedoes for use in the 
shallow waters of the harbor. The one-man baby submarines they 
introduced were specially built for the Pearl Harbor attack. It 
probably took them at least a year to build these subs. 

In the face of these many facts, the board would have us be- 
lieve that the attack was set off by the then secretary of states 
so-called ultimatum. It must be apparent to any reasonable person 
that the Japs were set to strike under any circumstances.

How much are _ automobiles. 
worth? Five hundred, or $1,500? 
Maybe so on the present mar- 
ket, but not so on Georgia’s tax

STRIPPERS STEP OUT 


And Chorus 
Girls Must 
Learn Dance 


By MARY HARRINGTON 


NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 8.—(UP) 
The final curtain is falling on strip- 
teasers. Men don’t shout from the 
audience any more, 

They can’t. There are too many 
women among the paying custom- 
ers. 


So the men take slapstick com- 
edy and like it—in bigger and big- 
ger doses until it’s becoming a re- 
vival of oldtime vaudeville. 

“It’s the postwar world,” said 
philosophical Jess Myers, manager 
of the Empire, biggest Burle-q in 
the New York area. No strip-teas- 
ing is allowed in New York City. 

“Women started coming in 
groups during the war,” he said. 
“What they liked was comedy. For 
a couple of years they were most 
of the audience.” 

Now it’s changed. The men are 
back, but they have to bring their 
women with them. Myers said if 
the men still would prefer more 
revealing entertainment they nev- 
er show their feelings by staying 
home. 

“So, we’re doing an amputation 
job on the strippers,” Myers said. 

“We’ve cut down from six to 
two of ’em. We give them fancier 
wardrobes, and we call them ex- 
otic dancers.” 

There are a lot of reasons for 
the death of the strip. Myers, 42, 
considers himself an authority on 
all of them. He’s worked the bur- 
lesque circuit since his father 
made him a ticket-taker at 15 in 
the family’s Philadelphia Burle-q. 

“Strippers have outlived their 
usefulness,” he said. “Even if there 
weren't women in the audience, 
the fellows wouldn’t be enthusias- 
tic. They all know now that no 
stripper strips. The purple light 
don’t fool anybody any more.” 

It isn’t profitable to be a strip- 
teaser any more, either. Theater 
Managers pay a mere $300 a week 
to ace “exotic dancers” who once 
received $1,000 or more. 

“Can’t pay that now, because 
you've got to have good comedians, 
or people won’t come,” Myers said. 
“So you give comedians the big 
dough.” 

It seems that burlesque is the 
poor man’s musical comedy these 
days. Two hours of frisky fun for 
one dollar. 

“Six minutes of stripping is all 
the customers will take now,” My- 
ers said. “Frankly, I’m glad. Them 
strippers got so temperamental 
when they were making big 
money. Now they’re sweet to 
workers because they know they’re 
a dime a dozen. 

Next week Myers is going all 
out to follow the trend. The strip- 
pers will appear only for two 
minutes each, The rest of the bill 
will be filled with singers and 
comedians who squirt seltzer water 
at each other and throw pies a-la- 
Keystone. 

“Next season we'll have only'| 
one stripper,” Myers said. 

But, more important, he’s going 
to make his chorus girls learn how 
to dance!
